T H E TK LLURIDE R O B B E R Y . 


C o m p le te D e ta ils o f tlie D a rin g YY'ork o f 
C o lo ra d o C ow boys. 
Denver. June 27th.—At a late hour this 
m orning the news was received of the first 
details of the Telluride Bank robbery, 
which occurred Monday. Confederates of 
the robbers had cut the telegraph wires be­ 
tween Telluride and Dallas, m aking com­ 
m unication impossible and accounting for 
the late receipt of the facts regarding a 
moat daring hold-up. 
A A W special 
says; The men who committed the rob­ 
bery are supposed to belong to the Stock­ 
ton ranch, on the Mancos river, in Dolores 
county, and are members of a gang that 
has always been considered tough. They 
came to Telluride two or three days prior 
to the robbery, put their horses in the 
Searies Stable and proceeded to take in Ihe 
town, drinking and spending monéy freely. 
In this way they secured the information 
they desired and acted accordingly. The 
bank employs ODe clerk a9 assistant to the 
Cashier. 
During the m orning the robbers 
took their horses from the stable, paid their 
bills and then visited two or three saloons, 
watching the bank in the meantime. 
Soon Cashier Painter stepped out to do 
some collecting and the four robbers ro le 
over to the hank and left their horses in 
charge of one of their number, two rem ain­ 
ing on the sidewalk and the fourth enter­ 
ing the bank, where he presented a check 
to the clerk. As the latter was bending 
over the desk exam ining the check, this 
party grabbed him around the neck, pull­ 
ing his face down on the desk and at the 
same time adm onishing the surprised offi­ 
cial to keep quiet on pain of inslant death. 
He then called to his partners on the side­ 
w alk, saying: 
“Come on boys; it is all 
right.” The boys came in and cleaned up 
all the available cash, am ounting to $20,­ 
950, while their comrade held the trem b­ 
ling clerk over the desk by the neck. 
W hen their work was complete, the 
clerk was released and fell in a heap on 
the floor. Quietly surveying the quaking 
mass of hum anity the robber said he had a 
notion to shoot him anyway for being such 
a coward, and then joined his comrades, 
when they m ounted their horses and rode 
leisurely away. 
W hen they had ridden a couple of blocks 
they spurred their horses into a gallop, gave 
a yell, discharged their revolvers and 
dashed away. 
It was fifteen m inutes after this demon­ 
stration, of which little notice was taken, 
that Mr. Painter, on returning to his bank, 
found his clerk too agitated to give a cor­ 
rect account of the affair. 
His greeting to 
the cashier was : “ It’s all gone, all gone 
and such proved to be the case. 
As soon as possible a posse was organ­ 
ized and is now in hot pursuit. The rob­ 
bers were seen at Trout lake yesterday, and 
news of their capture or a desperate fight 
with the Sheritt’s men is expected. They 
are evidently heading for the wild country 
in the Blue m ountains oi southeastern 
U tah. 
The Stockton gang have been in many 
border troubles, and have on numerous 
occasions painted various San Juan towns 
“ red.” 
One of their num ber was lynched 
in Silverton a few years since and another 
was killed by the Sheriff of La Plata 
county while fleeing from justice. 
Judge Story, President of the bank, was 
in Montrose, on his return to Salt Lake, 
when he received news of the robbery. 


I.EG ITIM I! IN H A R D LUCK. 


O n e o f H is G e n e ra ls S ells O u t fo r a 
M o n e y ed C o n s id e ra tio n . 
N ew \ ork, June 27th.—The first au­ 
thentic news from H ayti in two m onths 
came yesterday. The steam er Prince W il­ 
helm, which left Port-au-Prince on June 
20th arrived yesterday and brought twenty- 
five merchants, who say it is only a ques­ 
tion of time when Hippolvte will drive 
Legitime and his friends from Port-au- 
Prince. 
The reason they left Port au-Prince was 
that at!airs in Hayti had reached such a 
point that business was out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Everything is stagnant. The town 
is overrun with ruffians. There is almost 
no money, and all of those who can get 
hold of any are leaving the country. 
Provisions are high, flour selling at $20 a 
barrel, and the poorer classes, who are suf­ 
fering for the necessaries of life, are con­ 
stantly on the verge of insurrection. 
In 
the hills behind Port-au-Prince the armies 
of H ippolyte lie encamped around the 
city, and in a measure it is in a state of 
siege. 
Among the passengers on the steamship 
W ilhelm was G. B. Nilson, a resident of 
this city, who four m onths ago went to 
H ayti to enter the employ of Legitime as 
an engineer of a man-of-’war. H e said he 
returned because he found the situation 
there too warm for him . 
Legitime stood 
but little chance against Hippolyte, whose 
arm y was well equipped and numbered 
10,000 stronger. W hen the speaker left 
H ippolyte’s troops were within four miles 
of Port-au-Prince by land and fourteen 
miles by sea. 
He said the reason for H ip­ 
polyte’s not rushing on to Port-au-Prince 
im mediately was because he was awaiting 
a signal from his friends in the city. 
Legitime s former Commander-in-Chief, 
General Piquant, evacuated Grand Saline 
for a consideration of $250,000, and suc­ 
ceeded in leaving the island w ilh the 
money. 
Three Ministers of W ar held swav w ith­ 
in as m any m onths, and one of these. Gen­ 
eral Anselm Prophete, appropriated $250,- 
00U of the Government m oney and re­ 
signed. 
As to the Clyde steamer Ozama being 
captured by H avtian gunboats, the truth of 
the m atter was, said Nilson, that the ves­ 
sel was only held a little over three hours, 
and was released when Captain Kellogg of 
the United States steamer Ossipee made a 
demand upon Legitime. 
At first the demand was refused except 
under the condition that ’he Ozama would 
not go to Gonaivas. Captain Kellogg wrote 
upon the back of Legitime’s note that if the 
vessel was not released within five hours 
and $5,000 paid over by Legitime he would 
bombard the city. 
The demand was im m e­ 
diately complied with and the $5,000 paid 
to Captain Kellogg.

T H E M O O R E C L A IM . 


A S uit to r a G ood-S ized S lice o f S an F r a n ­ 
cisco V a lu e d a t 9 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Middletown (X. Y.), June 27th.—David 
H. Houston, who has brought suit in the 
California Courts to recover property a 
mile square in San Francisco valued at 
$300,000,000, is a grain m erchant of this 
place, of high business and social standing. 
H e gives the following history of his claim : 
My father-in-law. John K. Moore.a builder 
and contractor, was among those who went 
to San F’rancisco in the early days of the 
gold excitement and followed ¿is occupa­ 
tion there. 
H e bought of an old Mexican resident, 
Ferdinand Machina, a tract of land about 
one m ile square, then vacant lots, nut now 
near the heart of the city. 
Machina held 
a grant to the property made in 1S43 exe­ 
cuted by Micheltorena, then the Mexican 
Governor of Alta California. 
Moore paid 
$25,000 for the properly and proceeded to 
take possession and build a num ber of 
houses, some of which are still standing. 
H e returned East in 1852, rem aining 
some m onths. 
In his absence squatters 
settled and built upon a portion of the 
land. On his return he undertook to fject 
the intruders, who disputed the soundness 
of his title. 
H e appealed to the Courts, 
and after a year s litigation, a decision was 
rendered by the Court of last resort against 
him, declaring the Micheltorena grant in­ 
valid: that the tract rightfully belonged to 
th * m unicipality of San Francisco by vir­ 
tue of a grant of later date. 
The fact that there is some virtue in what 
Í3 known as the Moore claim is generally 
recognized by careful real estate buyers of 
San Francisco, m any of whom take the 
precaution to perfect their titles to the dis­ 
puted property by securing a deed from 
Moore as well as from the apparent owner. 
The Trus ees of the Masonic H all, which 
was recently erected on the disputed prop­ 
erty, paid Moore $7,000 to perfect the title, 
and several em inent lawyers ot the city 
have undertaken to carry the case through 
the United States Courts. They speak very 
confidently of success in establishing the 
claims. 


GOOD A D V IC E. 


E d w a rd «J. l ’lielp s D isc o u rse s o n I n te r ­ 
n a tio n a l A ffairs. 
B oston, June 27th.—At a meeting of the 
H arvard Chapter, Pbi-Beta-Kappa, to-day, 
H on. Edward J. Phelps delivered an oration 
w hich dealt largely with international af­ 
fairs. H e dec’ared the time had come 
when a consistent, distinctive and definite 
policy in international relations should be 
established. One that would not change 
w ith exigencies of politics. 
It should pre­ 
fer the right to expedient; 
should be 
neither aggressive nor offensive; fair to­ 
wards others, while just to ourselves; in ­ 
vading no right we ourselves would not 
surrender, and establishing no precedent 
we may afterwards wish to evade. 
Upon 
a line thus deliberately adopted the stand 
should 
be absolutely 
firm 
and u n ­ 
yielding. YSTe cannot afford to obtain party 
advantages at the expense of just foreign 
relations 
But lor the m aintenance of a 
more effectual foreign policy it is not 
enough that it should be just and well con­ 
sidered and that we should he united in 
support of it at home. 
We m ust likewise 
be known to be strong enough to enforce 
it. At home we may safely defy the world 
in arms, but by land we snail never be at­ 
tacked. If we are ever so unfortunate as to 
be involved in war with any country great 
enough to go by sea, the issue m ust be 
determined upon the sea, and not upon the 
shore. 
I would propose, therefore, as one 
of thej first steps toward such an inter­ 
national attitude as it seems our country 
should assum e—and, having assumed it, 
m aintain it—that a naval force should be 
created that should leave us nothing to 
fear from a collision with any other naval 
power in the world. 
Arbitration is one of the most plausible 
words in the English language. 
But it 
means one thing to those who have had 
much to do with it, and quite another to 
those who have not. Nevertheless, im per­ 
fect remedy as it is, it will continue to be 
sometimes employed in a certain class of 
international disputes, especially in the ad­ 
justm ent of money claims, public and 
private. 
But the idea that it can never be 
m ade the ultim ate resort of nations in 
those more im portant quarrels it involves, 
questions of principles" or of honor, that 
have stirred the blood and moved the pas­ 
sions of men, appears to me altogether 
chimerical.

C A P T A IN JO H N M ASON. 


A M on u m ent Krpctud to th e M em ory o f 
th e lie n ow n ed In d ian F igh ter. 
M ystic (Conn.), June 27ih.—The m onu­ 
m ent to John Mason, hero of the Pequod 
war in 1(137, was unveiled to-day. A large 
crowd witnessed the ceremonies. Isaac H. 
Bromley, for many years on the editorial 
staff of the New Y ork Tribune and until 
recently assistant to the President of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, made au eloquent 
oration. The m onum ent is notable for the 
simplicity and elegance of its design, and 
commemorates one of the stirring periods 
in the early history of New England. 
Captain John Mason was born in Eng­ 
land in 1600 and died in Norwich, Conn., 
in 1672. H e served as a soldier under 
Fairiax in the Netherlands, aDd that leader 
invited Mason to join his standard in the 
civil war. 
H e came to America in 1030 
and was one of the first settlers of Dor­ 
chester, and was Deputy Governor of Con­ 
necticut from 1660 to 1670. 
The expedi­ 
tion which he led against tfle hostile 
Pequods in 1637 practically ended a disas­ 
trous Indian war.

Boston, Jan e 27th.—It is now taken for 
granted that the H aytian Republic Is not 
the steamer whose wine-cards and wreck­ 
age floated ashore at Nantucket, but that it 
is possibly wreckage from the ship Hav- 
tiau, trading between Central American 
ports and Liverpool, and from the Victoria 
of the Anchor line. The H aytian left New 
CHeans early in June for Liverpool. The 
wine-cards may have iloated for a m onth.

NAVAL R EO R G A N IZA TIO N . 
Tli.- Secretary of the Navy I'roiiosp* S»ihp 
Kadicul CluuigfSr 
W ashington. June 27th.—By a sweeping 
general order issued to-day Secretary Tract- 
directed the entire reoiganiaation" of the 
business methods of the Navy Department. 
Up to this tim e new equipm ents and new 
duties are constantly arising from the con­ 
ditions of the change incident to the re­ 
placement of the old wooden vessels with 
new ships and modern guns. They have 
been assigned here and there to several 
bureaus of the Departm ent, often with no 
better reason than the convenience of the 
mom ent. The result has been confusion 
and exaggeration of toe defects of the 
bureau system. 
Duties which 
have no 
connection have been placed together and 
those naturally associated have been d i­ 
vorced. Secretary W hitney realized the 
evils of the system and made an effort to 
change them, but was obliged from the 
magnitude of the task and the param ount 
Importance of concentrating his emrgies 
upon the procurement of new ship* and i 
guns to abandon 
the 
task. Secretary j 
Tracy, however, now says the tim e is ripe I 
for further change and has accordingly ¡ 
issued a new order. 
It enlarges the duties of sotne of the 
bureaus, notably those ot tlie Bureau of 
Equipm ent, to which is assigned nearly 
all the duties of supply heretofore be­ 
longing to the Bureau of Navigation, and 
the control of the hydrographic and com­ 
pass officers and naval observatory. To 
tlie Constructing. M anufacturing and Pur­ 
chasing Bureaus are assigned other duties, 
grouping them systematically and appro­ 
priately. Each bureau exercises control of 
its shopia of labor, superintendence, requi­ 
sition, accounts and appropriations. 
The limits of authority are well defined. 
The Bureau of Navigation loses its duties 
of supply and control over several im portant 
offices, and becomes, under the im mediate 
direction of the Secretary, an executive 
section tor m ilitary matters, and is charged 
with the training, discipline and control of 
the personnel of the fleet. 
Finally the chiefs of the bureaus of 
yards and decks, equipm ent, ordnance, 
construction and repairs and steam engin­ 
eering, ex officio constitute a board for the 
design and construction and equipm ent of 
new ships. 
Practically, one effect of the order will be 
to m ake the Bureau of Navigation corre­ 
spond to the A djutant-General’s office in 
the W ar Departm ent in control of the 
entire personnel of the. organization. 
The terms of the order are as follows ; 
The duties ot the Bureau of Navigation 
shall comprise all that relates to the pro­ 
mulgation and enforcement of the Sec­ 
retary's orders to the fleet and to the offi­ 
cers of the navy, to the education of the 
officers and men and including the Naval 
Academy and technical schools for the 
officers (except torpedo schools), apprentice 
establishment and schools for the technical 
education of enlisted men, the enlistment 
and discharge of all enlisted persons, in­ 
cluding the appointed petty oflicers for the 
general and special service, and prepara­ 
tion of Ihe estimates for pay of all officers 
and enlisted men. 
It shall have under its sole control all 
the rendfzvous and receiving ships, and it 
shall provide transportation for enlisted 
persons and appointed petty officers. It 
shall establish thecom plem eutof the crews 
of all vessels in commission. 
It shall keep 
records of the service of all squadrons, 
ship officers and men, and prepare the an­ 
nual naval register for publication. It shall 
have under its directiou an office of naval 
intelligence and attaches abroad, a depart­ 
m ent library, libraries for ships and a war 
record office. It shall be charged with the 
enforcement of the laws and authorized 
regulations, tactics, signal codes, and the 
m anuals of service, and the keeping of the 
same correct to date. 
Ail questions with regard to discipline, 
changes of regulations, tactics and m anuals 
shall be subm itted to this Bureau for ac­ 
tion and recommendation. 
It shall pre­ 
scribe the dress of all officers and men and 
see that the regulations in this respect are 
strictly enforced. 
It shall receive and 
bring to the attention of the Secretary of 
the Navy all applications from officers for 
service or change of service. 
It shall re­ 
ceive all the reports of service performed 
by vessels, oflicers or men, of all inspec­ 
tions of the same, not of special nature, 
and of all drills and exercises. 
In order to prevent the issuing of con­ 
flicting instructions, all of the official com­ 
munications to vessels in commission shall 
be first subm itted to the Secretary ot the 
Navy and forwarded through this Bureau. 
To the Bureau of Y’ards and Docks is 
assigned all that relates to the construction 
and m aintenance 
of docks, ships and 
buildings within the navy yards, the Naval 
Home and generally about the same du­ 
ties it now discharges. 
The Bureau of E quipm ent and R ecruit­ 
ing loses the apprentice system and the 
recruiting of men, but gaiiis the National 
Observatory, Nautical Almanac, the hydro­ 
graphic and compass offices and the elec­ 
tric light ststem . 
In the case of the rem aining bureaus it 
is noticeable that all of them are to have 
exclusive jurisdiction over the buildings 
and plants assigned to their use in tne navy 
yards, after they have been constructed by 
the Bureau of Y’ards and Docks. 
All of the bureaus are empowered to 
purchase such stores, tools, plant and m a­ 
terial as they m ay need. 


A BSO LU TELY FA L SE . 


N o P erm issio n G iven for th e L an d in g o f 
M on golian s YVhiie in T ransit. 
W ashington, June 27th.—The statem ent 
that the Treasury Departm ent had ap­ 
proved Solicitor H epburn’s opinion that 
there was nothing in the Chinese Exclu­ 
sion Act to prohibit Chinese emigrants 
from passing through the United States in 
transit to other countries, and that perm is­ 
sion had been given for a party to pass 
through from San Francisco to Cuba, is 
pronounced by Assistant Secretary Tiche- 
nor absolutely false. 
About six weeks ago H epburn gave such 
an opinion, based on the same grounds as 
taken by ex-Attorney-General 
Brewster 
some years since, when he decided that 
Chinese desiring 
to pass through 
the 
United States did not come under the head 
of emigrants or laborers in the meaning of 
the law. 
W hen H epburn's opinion was presented 
to Secretary W indom he at once disap­ 
proved it and no permission has ever been 
given for the Chinese to pass through the 
I nited States in transit. 
As the opinion 
was not approved, Tichenor does not de­ 
sire to m ake it public, but willingly gave 
the California Associated Press reuresenta- 
tive the substance in order to have the 
above false impression corrected.

and try and induce them to surrender the 
two Indians; that should he fail a n d a n

LOS ANGELES COUNTY S BONDS. 


Controll»^ llim n M akes Uic I>ir.eovery 
That They Are 
Assem blym an Brierly of. Los Angeles 
was recently in this city, and w hile here 
succeeded in inducing the S;ate Board of 
Exam iners to invest $01,660 oí io s Angeles 
county bonds for the benefit of the State 
school fund. 
After signing the agreement 
the Board of Exam iners turned it over to. 
Controller Dunn for h is signature, which 
was necessary in order to draw the cash 
from the Treasury. 
The Controller lias 
lost none of his wcated carefulness, aad 
scrutinized the b on is closely. 
A s a result 
he made the startling discovery that, w hile 
au'hority to issue the bonds was given in 
1887, and w hile the indorsement thereof 
read, “Signed this 3d day of January, 
1887, " yet the bonds are signed by Chair­ 
man Perry of the Los Angeles Board of 
Supervisors and Auditor H am lin, neither 
of whom tovlt office until eighteen m onths 
subsequent to the tim e when ths signa­ 
tures are alleged to have been appended. 
Tne Board of Exam iners, upon being noti­ 
fied of the discovery, agreed with the Con­ 
troller that it was fatal to tbe legality of the 
bonds. 
It was the opinion of the State 
officials tnat the ailair was the result only 
of carelessness on the part of the Los 
Angeles county officials, but the quostion is 
now how to rectify the blunder. 
The Treasurer of Los Angeles is in town, 
ready to take the m oney hom e with him , 
but he w ill have to return empty-handed.

Power» of Supervisors to Create Funds 
—The Governor Yet 111—Appoint­ 
m ents—Incorporations—Ktc. 


Attorney-General Johnson on yesterday 
sent the follo'wingopinion to W. A. Howell, 
County Auditor at Bakersfield : “ Reply­ 
ing to yours of the 14th instant, I have to 
say that the Board of Supervisor are au­ 
thorized to establish such county funds as 
they may deem necessary, and to transfer 
moneys from one fund to another, as the 
public interest may require, but I have not 
been able to find any provision of this kind 
in respect to road district funds.” 
In answer to an inquiry of G. H. Phar 
of San Jacinto, the Attorney-General has 
notified him that the office of a Notary is 
declared vacant when he ceases to be an in­ 
habitant of the county for which he was 
appointed. 
G. E. Stewart, President of the H um ­ 
boldt County Horticultural Society, was 
also informed that within twenty days 
after filing with or presentation to the Board 
of Supervisors of his county, a proper pe­ 
tition for the appointment of a County 
Board of Hoiticuitural Commissioners, it 
was the duty of the Board to select three 
Commissioners. They not having done so, 
a mandamus will be issued against the 
Board to compel them to do this duty.

NOT A SUCCESS. 
A S ri^liton H um orist U ndertake» to 1*lay 
a P ractical Jo k e. 
Sheriff TficMullin was the innocent cause 
of a sensation in a usually quiet household 
at Brighton the other evening. He started 
out to serve a Court summons on John 
Rooney of that burg, in a land case, and 
also to serve some papers in a divorce 
suit on a party who lives a few miles 
farther on. He called at the Rooney farm 
in the eveniDg and drawing from his pocket 
a tormidable-looking document, embel­ 
lished with Court and Notarial seals, pre­ 
sented the same to the head of the house­ 
hold and then continued on bis journey 
toward tbe Brison ranch, little dreaming of 
the drama that was about to be enacted in 
the Rooney household. 
Mr. Rooney, as soon as he received his 
document, went into ihe house to read its 
contents, when he discovered that he had 
been served with a summons in a divorce 
case. His keen native wit, which he had 
brought with him from "the old sod,” le- 
vealed tbe situation to him at once. His 
left eyelid involuntarily cocked itself up­ 
ward for an instant and then resumed its 
normal position, while the right-hand cor­ 
ner of hts month at the same time crawled 
around toward his ear. 
“ Be the holy sm oke!” said the Demo­ 
cratic leader of Brighton, to himself, “ I’ll 
have some fun with the old woman—d’ye 
m in d !" He sought the good lady with­ 
out delay, and with a mock solemnity of 
demeanor he told her to take a seat and 
listen to him. He asked her if he had not 
always been a kind and indulgent husband, 
to which she, with surprise and affection 
straggling for the mastery, answered tbat 
he had, indeed. Then the cruel man went 
on to recall the days in the long ago, when 
in their youth they wandered together in 
the soft twiligut of their native isle and 
pledged themselves to be loving and faith­ 
ful to one another, even unto the grave; 
how. through the s;orms and sunshine ot 
later years they bail never faltered nor lost 
heart; how they had struggled for more 
than a quarter of a century to buiid up 
their present home and handsome compe­ 
tence. and h w Providence had smiled on 
them , until now, as the shadows were 
lengthening across their pathway, and 
their locks were silvered with the "corrod­ 
ing effects of ..me, they had been able to 
look back and :tel tbat their lives had not 
been lived iu vain. 
Ail of this tbe good lady—wondering 
what strange spell had come over her hus­ 
band—said was true, but why did he re­ 
hearse these things now, and why that sad 
look in the eyes of her loved spouse ? 
Rooney’s heart nearly forsook him at 
tliis point, but bis humorous proclivities 
held tbe mastery, and he gravely unrolled 
the formidab:e-look;ng document, with its 
red ink, and seals, and high-sounding 
legal phrases, and went on to read how 
John Rooney was summoned to appear in 
the Superior Court on a certain day and 
show cause wbv the bonds of matrimony 
existing between his wife and himsell 
should not oe severed—or words to tbat 
effect. 
Here the curtain falls upon the painful 
scene, and what transpired within the next 
hour will prob.itily ever remain a secret in 
the breast of the Brighton humorist. All 
that is known is that Sheriff McMullin had 
hardly reached home tbat night before 
Rooney was at bis door, covered with dust, 
reeking with perspiration, and with the 
mischievous document, looking like a man 
who had been committing a midnight raid 
on a sheep-ranch. or who had tried to 
do something tunny and failed in the at­ 
tempt. 
JUNE WEATHER. 
Yesterday*» Ka in-storm —Interesting Me­ 
teorological D ata. 
Tbe total rainfall for this storm, np to 5 
0 clock last night, says Signal Officer Bar- 
wick, was: For Olympia .56 of an inch, 
Portland .15, Fort Canby .50. Eureka .36. 
Red Bluff one inch, Sacramento .25 of an 
inch, making for this season 19.95 inches, 
as against 11.56 inches for last season up to 
and including June 30. ISSN, which was the 
last of tbe season. The barometer, at 5 
o'clock last night, was lowest in W ashing­ 
ton Territory, and highest along the coast 
of Central California. 
The precipitation yesterday makes six 
times in forty years that a rainfall am ount­ 
ing to one quarter of an inch, or more, has 
ever been precipitated during the month of 
June, as follows: June. 1854, .31 of an inch; 
1857, 755 of an inch; 1875. 1.10 inches; 18S1, 
.50 of an inch; 1884, 1.45 inches, ana ves- 
terdav (18is9), .25 of an iDch. The average 
precipitation in forty years for June is .12 
of an inch. This month so far is .13 of an 
inch ahead of the average precipitation for 
many years. 
There have been twenty-one years out of 
forty upon which an appreciable rainfall 
was precipitated during the month of June, 
and six iu which an unappreciable amount 
had fallen, and thirteen years in which no 
rain whatever was measured in June. 
The highest Signal Service temperature 


yesterday was as follows for the places 
nam ed: Olympia 66°, W alla W alla 72°, 
Spokane Fails 64°, Fort Canby 56°. Port­ 
land 68°, Roseburg 66°, Eureka 62°, Red 
Bluff 66°, and Sacramento 65°.

JUST LIKE A WOMAN. 
Mrs. Sinclair Still R efuses to Testily 
Against Her Lord and M aster. 
The session of the Police Court was held 
yesterday in the old Wells, Fargo A Co. 
building, on Second street, between J and 
K. All of the furniture had been removed 
from the old Court-room, and it is probable 
that the new quarters will be occupied for 
several weeks. 
John W illiams pleaded guilty to being 
drunk, and was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$5, in default to serve a term of five days in 
the City Prison. 
In the petit larceny case against Jose­ 
phine Macabo and George Nichols, the 
prosecuting witness failed to put in an ap­ 
pearance, and the City Attorney asked that 
an attachment be issued for his arrest and 
that the case go over till to-day. Tbe de­ 
fense made no objection, and the trial was 
continued in the meantime the defendants 
being released on their own recognizance. 
The case of John Sinclair, charged with 
battery upon his wife, was continued until 
next Monday morning. The City Attor­ 
ney stated that the officers had made dili­ 
gent search for Mrs. Sinclair and her son, 
but were nnable to find them, they evi­ 
dently being determined to elude the offi­ 
cers. The defendant stated that he had 
advised his wife to come to Court, but she 
positively refused to do so, and it was not 
his fault that she did not attend. The 
police, however, will endeavor to have 
both the wife and son present, so that the 
trial may go on. 
A. Giles, one of the bondsmen of Mr. 
Sinclair, asked the Court that an order be 
made releasing him from the bond, as he 
wished to attend to some work in the coun­ 
try. An order was so made, and Mr. Sin­ 
clair wag delivered into the custody of the 
police m til he should furnish another 
bondsman. 
THE NEW CATHEDRAL. 
R eceiving Its Finishing Touches—Practi­ 
cally R eady for the D edication. 
Since Ihe publication oí the R ecord- 
U nion’s áescription of the new cathedral 
of the Blessed Sacrament there has been 
considerable done in the interior in the 
way of adding finishing touches. A band- 
some carpet has been laid inside the altar- 
rail and on the steps leading thereto, and 
carpet for the aisles is ready to be laid be­ 
tween thia and Sunday, when the dedica­ 
tion takeaiplace. The altar-rail is of brass, 
and the design is unique and tasty. The 
communion-rail is on the main ffoor, at 
the foot of the altar steps. It is also of 
handsomo and novel design. The main 
and side altars have received their gold 
finish, and the frescoers (the O'Neill Bros.) 
are still at work ornamenting other por­ 
tions of tl e interior. 
A gentliauan of this city who has trav­ 
eled over most of the globe, and viewed the 
finest cathadrals and churches of the Old 
W orld, w h s struck with surprise on visit­ 
ing the cathedral the other day and wit­ 
nessing the artistic character of the work 
performed by these gentlemen, which he 
praised in the highest terms. 
Yesterday the organ was tested, and 
while the noise made by the men at work 
interfered more or less with the volume of 
its tones, i: seemed as if it were hardly 
equal to the task of filling the vast church 
as sonorously as could be desired. Still, 
under more tavorable circumstances the 
effect may be greatly enhanced. 
Horrible State of Affairs. 
The following “item ” was handed in last 
evening by a member of the "Horribles.” 
Of course, it is based on a misconception of 
facts, as the General Committee has not at­ 
tempted to “dictate” in the m atter of the 
parade, and has not insulted the “Horri­ 
bles” at all, but on the contrary, politely 
and courteously requested them to change 
the hour of their parade.

The parade will 
start as heretofore.” 


The Ilrigliton O utrage. 
Andy Woodson, the man charged with 
having committed a criminal assault on 
Edith Kearu, a five-year-old child, near 
Brighton, a couple of weeks ago—and 
whose arrest was published in these col­ 
umns yesterday—was taken before Jusiice 
Devine yesterday, who remanded him into 
custody of the Sheriff, with instructions to 
appear before him on to-morrow for exam­ 
ination. Bail was fixed at $3,000. It is 
understood that the prisoner has secured 
the services of lawyer C. N. Post. 
Shortly after the child informed her 
parents of the assault she was brought to a 
reputable physician of this city, who cor­ 
roborated her story as to the nature of the 
assault. 
Ai» Obnoxious Scow. 
Suit has been commenced in the Superior 
Court of this county by the People vs. A. 
J. Tait—the Attorney-General having given 
consent to the use of the name of the 
State—to compel the defendant to remove 
a scow which he maintains in the Sacra­ 
mento river, near Grimes’ Lauding, for the 
purpose of raising water for irrigating pur­ 
poses. It is alleged that the scow obstructs 
some sixteen feet of the river channel: 
that it interferes seriously with the naviga­ 
tion of the river, and that the owner con­ 
templates adding to its dimensions. The 
point where the objectionable scow is 
moored is in Colusa county. 
All Khphpp Keturned. 
Some days ago officers Carroll and Ash 
arrested in this city a suspicious character 
who gave the name of Jim Smith. Cir­ 
cumstances indicated that he might have 
been an " escape,” and Warden Foley, of 
tbe House of Correction, was communi­ 
cated with. He arrived here the other 
evening, identified Smith as being a man 
who bail esca[>ed from the prison about 
one and a half years ago. and returned 
with him to jail. Smith has yet two years 
and a half to serve. 
At tli«* N«*v% W harf. 
The engine to be used in operating the 
large elevator at tbe new wharf on the 
river front at K street arrived yesterday, 
and will be placed in position as speedily 
as possible. Work on tbe construction of 
the elevator is also progressing rapidly, and 
in a short lime the steamers Apache and 
Modoc will be loaded and unloaded by this 
means, instead of in the very tedious m an­ 
ner it is now done. 
H eavily Loaded W ith Fruit. 
The steamer Apache did not reach this 
city yesterday until about 10 o'clock, while 
under ordinary circumstances she arrives 
before 6. On yesterday, particularly, she 
had an immense lot of fruit on board, and 
the time occupied in loading at different 
places along the river was the cause of her 
late arrival here.

THE RELIEF FUND. 


FINAL STATEMENT OF AMOUNTS RE­ 
CEIVED AND SENT. 


The Lint and R eceipts Open for Inspec­ 
tion—The R esult of the Opera 
H ouse Renetit. 


The business department of the R ecord- 
U nión office will to-day forward to Gov­ 
ernor Beaver, ot Pennsylvania, the final 
contributions of the people of this city and 
section, who sent their gifts through this 
office for the relief of the sorely tried and 
afflicted people of the Conemaugh valley. 
It is therefore due to the public, although 
there has been published from day to day 
a complete and detailed statement, that a 
concluding exhibit shall be made of all the 
money bandied by this office in the pre­ 
mises, and explanations concerning which 
there may be any sort of doubt in any 
mind. 
On the 3d day of June the R ecobd-U nion 
tendered to the people the services of its 
business department to create and forward 
a fund for the relief of the Pennsylvania 
sufferers. No other effort was made to or­ 
ganize a movement to create a fund, and 
this journal was complimented by the 
prompt acceptance of its offer by the people. 
Our evening contemporary, the Bee, 
seconded the movement "and public spirit­ 
edly exerted itself to make the fund credit­ 
able to the city. No expenses, whatever, 
attached in the matter. 
The Western 
Union Telegraph Company gave the free 
use of its lines for communication with 
Governor Beaver, and the National Gold 
Bank of D. O. Mills sent on the money 
from day to day by telegraphic exchange 
without any charge. 
The relief fund list was kept constantly 
on the R ecord-U nion counter and every 
contribution was entered upon it at once, 
and in nearly every case by the parties 
making it, very few requesting attending 
clerks to make the entry for them. W hen­ 
ever sums came from abroad receipts were 
promptly forwarded. Every morning the 
full list of the contributors and the sums 
contribnted was published in elaborate de­ 
tail. This list includes the sums realized 
by tbe concert given at the Metropolitan 
Theater under the auspices of Mrs. A. 
Bonnheim, Mrs. Dr. Brune and W . H. 
Kinross, and the sum realized by Jones, 
Eisch & Watson at a ball, and the sum 
realized at the two lectures given by Rev. 
A. C. Hertick and the lecture by Dr. Put- 
uam. It alBO included all sums sent in 
from abroad, by whom, front what town, 
etc. As each day’s list was published we 
struck a balance and stated what am ount 
had been sent and what remained on hand. 
We are thus explicit in detail because it 
is the right of every contributor to know 
precisely how his money was handled and 
the direction given to his charity. We 
also endeavored, so far as possible, to give 
the public full information concerning all 
donations not in money, as services, gas, 
rent of theaters and halls, labor in aid of 
benefits, etc. On the afternoon of the day 
(June 4th) on which the fund was opened 
we sent on $500. It was the first money 
sent from the Pacific coast for the relief of 
the sufferers, and Governor Beaver returned 
a telegraphic receipt. On these dates he 
receipted also for these sums : June 5th, 
$500; June 6th, $500; June 8th. $655; June 
11th, $500; June 12th, $500; June 17th, 
$981 88; total forwarded, $4,136 88. Since 
June 17th there has been subscribed and 
paid in $133 75, the last and only unpub­ 
lished payment being $5 by John Studarus 
of Routier’s. This $133 75 will be for­ 
warded to Governor Beaver by telegraph 
to-day, making the total sum sent on 
through the agency of this office $4,270 63. 
The people are to be congratulated upon 
the liberality with which response was 
made to the cry of distress. It proves anew 
that Californians are never deaf to the ap­ 
peals of the deserving unfortunate. The 
list, showing all the details given above, 
with the receipts attached, is upon the 
counter of the business office for examina­ 
tion, and will so remain for a few days, 
when it will be filed away for any desired 
future reference, or the use of the"Pennsyl­ 
vania Relief Committee, which, it is under­ 
stood, will prepare a volume acknowledg­ 
ing in detail all contributions. 
The final and aggregate sum of the Sac­ 
ramento fund would have been given much 
earlier except for the fact that it was desir­ 
able to learn tbe result of the benefit enter­ 
tainm ent given at the Opera House a week 
ago last Monday under the auspices of Miss 
May Kewen. It was reasonable to expect 
that tfie public, who have an interest in 
knowing the results, would have been noti­ 
fied of the outcome of that charitable effort. 
There appears to have been neglect, how­ 
ever, to make the usual public acknowl­ 
edgment of the receipts and statement of 
their disposal. The R ecord-U nion did not 
desire to appear solicitous to have the 
money pass through its hands, and there­ 
fore refrained from inquiry. Last evening, 
however, that it might discharge its duty 
to the public, its representative called on 
Miss Kewen and respectfully requested 
to be informed of the result 
of 
the 
benefit, 
that 
the 
statement 
of 
the 
full 
sum 
contributed 
by Sacramento might be published. Miss 
Kewen replied that she had sent the net 
proceeds to Governor Beaver through 
Wells, Fargo & Co. She was requested to 
state the amount netted by the benefit and 
sent on, tbat the public might be informed, 
and the lady replied that she did not re­ 
member the exact amount, but said it was 
somewhere about $150. Adding this sum 
to the foregoing total, and the aggregate of 
Sacramento's contributions is $4,420 63. 
W ith this statement the relief fund is 
closed, unless some new mishap to our 
fellow-citizens of the Conemaugh valley 
calls for its reopening. 
THE SACRAMENTO PRESBYTERY. 
It Expresses Its Appreciation of tin- La­ 
bors of Rev. G eorge R. ISird. 
The I’resbylery of Sacramento met yes­ 
terday at the Fourteenth-Street Presby­ 
terian Church to consider the resignation 
of the Rev. George Bird as pastor of that 
church. 
Felix Tracy and W illiam In­ 
gram, Jr., appeared as Commissioners on 
behalf of the church, and presented reso­ 
lutions expressive of the high esteem in 
which Mr. Bird is held by his congrega­ 
tion. The resolutions stated tbat: 
“The resignation of Mr. Bird was deeplv 
deplored by the church; that during the 
past 
years he has gone in and out be­ 
fore usbs a consistent, consecrated Christ­ 
ian; as a man like Enoch, one who walked 
with God; as a pastor, like St, Pan!; for 
verily ‘he has known nothing among us 
save Jesus Christ and Him crucified;’ that 
we tender to him, as members of the Hock 
which, as an under-shepherd, he has so 
faithfully led and fed. our thanks, our love 
and our prayers tbat God be with him 
(and his family) to bless and prosper him 
as he goes elsewhere to some most fortu­ 
nate charge.” 
The Presbvtery considered the resolu­ 
tions, heard both Mr Bird and the Com­ 
missioners, and after deliberation resolved 
with much regret to accept the resignation 
and dissolve the pastoral relation. Ex­ 
pressing the views of the Presbytery, the 
following resolution was unanimously 
passed: 
“On accepting the resignation of the 
Rev. George R. Bird, the. Presbytery de­ 
sires to put on record its high appreciation 
of the faithfulness and ab lity with which 
Bro. Bird has discharged every duty natur­ 
ally incumbent upon a minister" of the 
Gospel. Bro. Bird retires from the field 
with not only the respect and devoted 
affection of the cburch and congregation, 
but with the honor and esteem of the en­ 
tire community. The Presbytery greatly 
regrets the necessity of the dissolution of 
a tie that has been to its entire member­ 
ship one of confidence and love, and gladly 
bears testimony to the utmost faithfulness 
on Bro. Bird's part to the cheerful dis­ 
charge of every duty as a fellow-presbyter 
and co-laborer in the Gospel, and sends 
with him to any field of labor to which the 
Master may direct him, its ardent prayers 
for his prosperity and success.” 
Mr. Bird leaves his present charge to 
seek some relaxation and a change of cli­ 
mate, which seems to be necessary under 
the present condition of his health.

Crushed by a F allin g llrii-k W all E ighty 
F eet H igh. 
Seattle iW .T), June 27th.—At lOo’clock 
this morning the huge wall of the San 
Francisco Store in theburnt district, eighty 
feet high and 100 feet long, was thrown 
down by a heavy blast of wind from the 
north. In the ruins of Chidbera's store 
adjoining were John Brel, Charles Schmidt, 
J. H. Hendrkks, George J. Lee and G. T. 
Dyer. In the ruins of Davies' store next 
adjoining were J. Manson, William Gal- 
lergy and John Brewster. As soon as the 
■wall began to topple a shout went up,

THOSE LOS ANGELES BONDS. 
If They ¡trp No< Satisfactory Now One*» 
will l>e Issued. 
Los A n g e l e s , June 27th.—A dispatch was 
received here to-night from Sacramento to 
the efleet that a discovery was made at the 
State Capitol Wednesday that Los Angeles 
county bonds to the amount of $01,000 
weie illegal. It appears that in 1886 this 
county voted the Lsuanceof coifnty funded 
debt bonds to the amount of $200,000. Of 
these, all were sold January 3, 1887, with 
the exception of the $01,000 worth men­ 
tioned, and by a clerical error the whole 
number of bonds were stamped by the 
County Clerk at that date. When the State 
bought the balance—$01 000—a few weeks 
ago, the present Board of Supervisors and 
the Auditor signed the documents, omit­ 
ting the notice that the same already 
were stamped. Constquently, when the 
bonds were transferred to Sacramento, the 
discrepancy was discovered and the legality 
called into' question. In interviewing this 
evening the Chairman of the present Board 
of Supervisors, that gentleman said that 
the matter was simply a clerical error, 
which he had been advised by leading at­ 
torneys could easily be rectified, so that no 


loss or trouble need be anticipated. Should 
it be found impossible to return the bonds 
for the erasure of the date ana the substi­ 
tution of a proper one, they will be de­ 
stroyed and new ones printed to corre­ 
spond.

Murder or Suicide, W hich? 
Los Angeles, June 27th—Some few 
months ago Richard G. Whipple, a young 
man about 22, the son of a wealthy con­ 
tractor and builder of New York city, 
came out here in the hope ot deriving some 
benefit from the change of climate, as he 
was consumptive. 
After remaining iu 
this city for a short while he went out to 
Monrovia and at the foot cf the mountains, 
seventeen miles northeast, and put up at 
the Grand View Hotel, securing the serv­ 
ices of Dr. Stewart of that place. 
Early this morning the physician called 
upon the patient as usual, but on entering 
the room was horrified to find that young 
Whipple was dead in bed, with one of his 
own handkerchiefs saturated in chloro­ 
form over his face. At first it was believed 
to have been suicidal, but the theory that 
it was not his own act appears to have the 
most credence. Full particulars could not 
be learned to-night.

Nancy displayed wonderful nerve and 
steadiness while working at the sawmill, 
walking on the high trestle-work like an 
old hand at the business. 
Death of a Pioneer. 
S u tter C r e e k , June 27th.—Charles Haw­ 
kins, an old pioneer citizen, colored, was 
buried to day. He died yesterday, after an 
illness of several weeks. The deceased was 
Jefferson Davis’ body-servant during IJre>i- 
dent Pierce’s administration and at the 
time that Jefferson Davis was in the Sen­ 
ate.

It is be­ 
lieved she is one Anna Weiss, ot Jefferson 
City, who has been employed in a hotel 
there. 
St. Louis, June 27th.—A special to the 
Republic from Jefferson City says: The 
news of the tragic death of Annie Weiss 
created considerable excitement there, for 
the girl was widely known and generally 
respected. Her mother has been prostrated

news. Her uncle and brother went 
to St. Louis this afternoon. The girl 
had been head chambermaid at the Madi­ 
son House, Jefferson City, for ten years, 
but held herself aloof from all associates in 
the house. One ot her sisters said to-night 
the affair is mysterious to them. Anna 
came home sick about the first of June and 
remained about the house until finally per­ 
suaded to run down to St. Louis to see her 
sister, thinking the change would benefit 
her. A letter from St. Louis on the 25th 
was commonplace. The woman was not 
specially attractive, and surprise is mani­ 
fested over the intimation that she bad a 
lover. 
The Last M essage. 
The whole corps of Western Union tele­ 
graph operators at Johnstown was lost on 
Friday night. Among them were Mrs. 
Ogle, the manager, who, for twenty-five 
years, has acted as receiver of Associated 
Press reports, and her daughter Minnie, 
also well known. Also, Misses Gorrnon 
and Watkins and three messenger boys, 
who were unable to escape from the build­ 
ing. Mrs. Ogle, who died at her post, will 
go down in history as a heroine of the 
highest order. Notwithstanding the re­ 
peated notifications which she received to 
get out of reach of the approaching danger, 
she stood by the instrument with unflinch­ 
ing loyalty and undaunted fearlessness, 
sending words of warning to those in danger 
in the valley below. When every station 
in the path of the coming torrent liad been 
warned, she wired her companion at South 
Fork : “ This is the last message,” and as 
such it shall always he remembered as her 
last words on earth, for at that moment 
the torrent ingulfed her and bore her from 
her post on earth to her post of honor in 
the great beyond.

A laborer at the Dundee harbor lately 
told his wife, on awakening, a curious 
dream which he had during the night, 
lie dreamed that lie saw coming toward him 
in order four rats. The first one was very 
fat, and was followed by two lean rats, the 
rear rat being blind.

AND 
SWITZERLAND. 


G eneral Guzm an B lanco Says H e 
W ill Continue to Represent 
Venezuela a t Paris. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.| 


HOUNDING SW ITZERLAND. 
G erm any R enew s H er A ttacks on the 
A lpine R epublic. 
B erlin, June 27th.—The North German 
Gazette renews its attack upon Switzerland, 
and charges that Switzerland promotes the 
dissemination of Social-democratic ideas 
among the young men of the country. It 
says that Anarchists without credentials 
are allowed to remain in Switzerland with­ 
out any effort on the part of the authori­ 
ties to identify them. 
It also declares that the reply of the 
Swiss Foreign Minister to the recent inter­ 
pellation of the National Rath, in which 
he declared that under no circumstances 
would Switzerland share with any power 
the right to police her own territory, was 
inadequate and unsatisfactory. It says, 
however, that the reply of the Bundesrath 
to the complaints made by Russia and 
Austria are more polite and less polemic 
than was expected from the wording of 
the interpellation. 


OUR CANUCK BRETHREN. 
They Talk About R etaliation—That is 
W hat Jonathan W ants. 
O tt a w a, June 26th.—The Cabinet is in 
daily session, one of the most important 
measures under consideration being the 
proposal to retaliate against the United 
States authorities by withdrawing the 
bonding privilege in the forwarding of 
goods from one United States port to 
another through Canada. This has been 
brought about by the action of the author­ 
ities at Washington in refusing to allow 
tiie transmission oí goods from one Cana­ 
dian port to another Canadian port in 
bond through Maine by the new short line. 
Railroad officials are busily engaged in 
ascertaining the probable result of such 
legislation. Abrogation of bonding privil­ 
eges would seriously affect traffic over the 
Canadian Southern, Canadian Pacific and 
Canadian canals. Four hundred and thirty 
thousand tons of United States freight 
passed through the Welland and St. Law­ 
rence canals in bond last year, or 26 per 
cents, of the total traffic g ang through. 
TheCanadian Pacific people, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the recent order from 
Washington strikes directly at their new 
short line, are urging the Government to 
take no hurried action, as it will have a 
very serious effect on the American traffic 
they expect to secure from the Western 
States over their recent connection at the 
Saulte Ste. Marie Canal. 


PORTUGAL AND ENGLAND. 
Prospect o f Trouble B etw een Them Over 
R ailw ay M atters. 
London, June 27th.—Advices from Dela- 
goa Bay say that a British gunboat is ex­ 
pected there on Saturday. The railway 
employes are preparing to make forcible 
resistance to the attempt of Portugal to 
take charge of the work of constructing 
the road. A meeting of the company to 
whom Portugal granted concession to build 
the Delagoa Bay railway, and of theCham- 
ber of Commerce, is to be held in London 
to-morrow, and they will request the Stock 
Exchange and the European Bourses to 
cease quoting Portugal securities until Por­ 
tugal makes reparation. 
Lord Salisbury, in the House of Lords, 
stated that the Government earnestly re­ 
quested Portugal to refrain from taking 
any hasty action, and to give time in which 
to settle the difficulty. He declared it 
would not be within Portugal’s right to re­ 
fuse to arbitrate the matter. 


VENEZUELA AND ENGLAND. 
G eneral Guzman Blanco Interview ed 
I'pon the Situation. 
P a r is, June 27th —A reporter of the 
Fiijaro had an interview with General Guz­ 
man Blanco, the Venezuelan Minister, in 
relation to the reports that there was ninch 
hostile feeling against him in Venezuela. 
Blanco declared that he would continue to 
represent Vemzueia at Paris, and denied 
that he had any dispute with Dr. Paul, 
President of Venezuela. He also denied 
that he ceded to England any portion of 
Venezuelan territory. He said the rela­ 
tions between Venezuela and England had 
been almost ruptured for a year past on 
account of the difficulty England created. 
Frenchm en in London. 
London, June 27th.—A meeting was held 
in St. Andrew’s Hall last night to hear a 
speech by Laguerre and to arrange for a 
Boulangist banquet to be held on July 14th. 
The utmost disorder prevailed, and'fights 
were of frequent occurrence. For fully 
half an hour Laguerre was unable to obtain 
a hearing. Then lie spoke for over an 
hour, although constantly interrupted. A 
committee was appointed to draw up a 
platform, which will be read at the ban­ 
quet.

THE LATEST DEFEAT. 
Nine States H ave Now D eclared Against 
Prohibition. 
[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 
Nobody, comparatively speaking, im­ 
agined that Pennsylvania would adopt the 
prohibition 
amendment. 
Consequently 
nobody will be surprised at the result. 
The extent of the adverse majority may 
have been unexpected by most persons, 
but that there would he an adverse ma­ 
jority, and that it would he far larger than 
that given in the other States which have 
recently voted on the question, were plain 
to all reasonable beings from the begin­ 
ning. 
Nine States have, within the past two 
years, declared themselves on this issue, 
and in every instance the judgment has 
lieen adverse to the aims anil pretensions 
of the Prohibitionists. These States stand 
for nearly all sections of the country, and 
include Texas in the extreme southwest 
and New Hampshire in the extreme 
northeast. In the list is represented the 
far West, the Central West, New England 
and the group of Middle States. 
Almost 
all industrial conditions, from those in 
which the bonanza farm forms a leading 
feature to those in which the woolen and 
cotton factory and the iron and steel mill 
predominate, have now'giveu their verdict 
on the question, and the verdict in all 
cases has been the same. 
There was a time—say twenty or twenty 
five years ago—when the arguments and 
aspirations of the Prohibitionists seemed 
plausible. Men looked around and saw 
that the monstrous crime of the liquor 
traffic was filling our jails, alms-houses 
and insane asylums, destroying homes, 
and producing most of the poverty and 
iniquity with which the world was afflicted, 
and naturally adopted the first course 
which promised a remedy. This was the 
one which was furnished by Prohibi­ 
tionists. Time, however, and abundant 
experiment have proven that the pre­ 
tended specific offered by the Prohibition­ 
ists isa worthless and mischievous rostrum, 
which adds to the curse of dram drinking 
the other evils of duplicity and contempt 
for law. These are the reasons why the 
people prefer high license to State prohi- 
iiition. High license does not suppress 
j the liquor traffic, hut it brings the evil 
under the regulation and control of the 
community, and compels it to meet a 
part of the expenditure which its exist­ 
ence entails upon the State.

The dervishes are advancing on Wady 
HalfaJ 
The hop pest has re-appeared in Central 
New York, and it is feared the fields will 
again be devastated. 
Since the slaughter of the sparrows, song 
birds have re appeared in the Capitol Park 
at Harrisbuip, Penn. 
Governor Hiil has signed a bill allowing 
the street rail ways of New York to use 
cable or electric motors. 
The defeat of prohibition in Pennsylva­ 
nia has strengthened the high-license 
movement in Maryland. 
Tiegen -fc Robertson’s New York ware­ 
houses, stored with oil, have been totally 
burned. The loss is $500,000. 
The State Council of Switzerland has 
unanimously sanctioned the new measure 
to better restrain the Socialists. 
A Grand Jury at Decatur, 111., refused to 
return indictments against persons who 
have been conducting ball games on Sun­ 
days. 
Hatfield, Mass., is to have a big time on 
September 10th, that day being the 212th 
anniversary of the Indian attack on that 
town. 
Governor Beaver will be asked to name 
a day for memorial services in all the 
churches of the State on account of the 
floods. 
At the annual meeting of the Harvard 
Alumni Association officers were chosen, 
Horace Davis of California being made one 
of the Vice-Presidents. 
The United States steamship Adams, at 
Honolulu, has been order to Samoa, to 
take the place of the Alert and Nipsic, now 
on the way to San Francisco. 
The aged Empress of Germany and the 
Sultan of Turkey were the only two royal 
personages who personally contributed to 
the relief the Johnstown sufferers. 
The prevalence of the grain-plant louse 
on wheat in Southern Illinois is causing 
great uneasiness among the farmers, who 
fear the loss of most of their crop. 
A dynamite explosion at Johnstown 
lately blew open the door of a wrecked 
house, releasing a large black dog, which 
had been imprisoned for nearly two weeks.
